Area college students, including 
nine from UNO, recently got a jump 
start on their professional medical 
careers in the Summer Minority 
Research Enrichment Program co- 
ordinated through the University of 
Nebraska’s College of Nursing and 
the Office of Multicultural Affairs. 

“This is the third summer we’ ve 
had the program and this year we 
had 20 students come here,” said 
Mary Zgoda of the Med Center Pub- 
lic Affairs Office, “The program is 
carefully mapped out for them. They 
spend time in the classroom and 
then they spend a Jot of one-on-one 
time with various researchers.” 

Dr. Mary McNamee of the NU 
College of Nursing and co-director 
of the program said the 10-week 
program was designed “for talented 
minority undergraduates to encour- 
age them to seck graduate educa- 
tion. IC's a very intense program.” 

Students took courses in techni- 
cal weiling and minority health is- 
sues at UNO and medical terminol- 
ogy at Metropolitan Community 
College for a total of eight credit 
hours inaddition to working 25 hours 
a week with research mentors, 
McNamee said. 

“They worked on a wide variety 


of research projects from working 
with insulin infusing research re- 
lated to internal problems for dia- 
betics to helping to develop a com- 
puterized health screening tool for 
preventative medicine,” she said. 
“One of the students worked in phar- 
macy on trying to determine the 
dissolution rates of drugs in the 
body.” 

McNamee said the program’s 
purpose is “to encourage students 
who are planning on a health care 
careers to continue to plan in that 
direction. 

“This program gives them some 
very necessary information and 
course work. The classes the stu- 
dents took are very basic knowledge 
courses that they’ Il need in a health 
care career,” she said. “The pro- 
gram also gets them comfortable 
with our environment. They know 
how to use our library now, they got 
information on how to use the com- 
puters for word processing and some 
of them worked with data analysis.” 

The program is funded by a grant 
from the U.S. Department of Educa- 
tion, which totalled $80,756 this 
year, said McNamee. 

“One of the more exciting as- 
pects of the program is that the stu- 
dents get their tuition, books and 
supplies paid. They also get a sti- 
pend for their research work,”

The Disabled Student Agency (DSA) is an 
organization established to promote equal 
access to UNO facilities, programs, and ser- 
vices to those students with disabilities. 

It is also an outlet for problem solving, an 
educational resource center, a study area with 


some specialized equipment, areferral agency, - 


and a social gathering place. 

“There is no formal membership and we 
don’t charge dues,” said Vicki Hodges, DSA 
director, “It’s open to everybody, including 
faculty and staff.” 

Hodges said the specialized equipment in- 
cludes a computer with a speech synthesizer 
that “as you type, it will speak what you type.” 


The DSA also features a Braille printer, a’ 


talking dictionary on four-track cassettes, and 
a lighted reader glass that magnifies print 
materials. 
' The resource center is also special she 
added. 
“We have materials that feature disability 
issues that the UNO Library or even the public 


libraries don’t have, including Disability Rag © 


and the Wheeled-Herald,” Hodges said. 
Besides providing various services, the 

DSAalso sponsors events to bring more aware- 

ness to disabled students and their needs. 
Hodges said she is in the process of spon- 


soring a “dating game” event later in the fall 
with the purpose of having non-disabled stu- 
dents meeting those students with disabilities. 
The DSA office is located on the first floor of 
the Student Center, next to the television lounge.

“The most important function of Student 
Government is to represent student interest on 
campus,” said Mary Reynolds, Speaker of the 
Student Senate, which is one of the braachesi in 
the student government system.

There are 32 seats on the senate, from colleges

Senator elections will take place some time 
in October, Reynolds said. Senators may also 
be appointed during non-election periods when 
vacancies occur. Terms for senators usually 
run for one year. Students wishing to become 
involved as a senator can fill out an application 
at the Student Government office.

University Park, Ill, — A group of coun- 
seling students at Governors State University 
did more than watch the Flood of 1993 on 
television — they did something to help. 

Professor Michael Lewis" class on group 
dynamics was looking for a project to test out 
several behavioral theories.

Squire Addresses UNO About Bosnia.

When traveling on a peace mission to a 
foreign country, it’s important not to over- 
look even the most basic aspects of that 
land’s culture, especially the language. 

That was one observation De Courcy 
Squire noted when discussing her recent 
trip to the war-torn country of Bosnia. 

Squire, a local peace advocate, was one 
of some 2,000 people from various coun- 
tries, to visit that country earlier this month 
to better understand the conflict between 
the Serbian, Moslem, and other factions. 

One disadvantage for the mission was 
the lack of knowledge of the area's lan- 
guages. 

“I came back with the belief that it is 
important for peace makers to be effluent 
in their languages. When you have 2,000 
people and only five or six are effluent, 
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The purpose of the American Multicultural 
Students agency (AMS) is to provide cul- 
tural programming, activities and reference 
points for students of color. 

Within the AMS, is the African American 
Organization, the Native American Student 
Association and the Hispanic Student Orga- 
nization. 

Annette Crowder, AMS director, said these 
groups provide benefits for all students. 

“All students should come and learn what 
we are doing. It’s a real positive learning 
experience,” she said. “For example, I didn’t 
know anything about the Pow-Wow spon- 
sored by the Native American Student Asso- 
ciation. J just thought they danced there. But 
each of the dances symbolizes a story and I 
didn’t know that until I went there. When 
you don’t understand something, you tend to 
knock it. One thing about ignorance, when 
you learn Something, you’re not ignorant 
anymore.” 

Crowder said upcoming events include 
Hispanic Heritage Month in September and 
the 2nd annual Halloween Party sponsored 
by the African-American Organization in 
the Student Center Ballroom on Oct. 30. 

“We had over 100 kids last year and we 
hope for even bigger and better things this 
year,” Crowder said. 

Anevent featuring students wearing sumo 
wrestling suits is aiso planned for October. 


The Student Programming Organization 
(SPO) provides educational and recreational 
activities for all UNO students, faculty and 
staff, It also provides good training experi- _ 
ence for sound student leadership, said Scott 
Nielson, SPO director.

then you have a serious problem. There has 
to be better language training with the idea 
of going and listening to the people without 
the need of interpreters,” she said. 

Squire spoke to about 40 people at UNQ’s 
Religious Center Saturday. The speech was 


sponsored by the Omaha/Council Bluffs- 


Friends Meeting, more commonly referred 
to as the Quakers. 

Squire said the mission was the brain- 
child of an Italian peace group, not surpris- 
ing since that country is concerned about the 
conflict. 

“The Italians have had a tremendous re- 
sponse to trying to stop the conflict, since 
they’re neighbors to the former country of 
Yugoslavia,” Squire said, adding that while 
in Rome on her way to Bosnia, she met 
many men who fled the Serbian area who 
did not want to fight in the war. 

Visiting various refugee camps in Bosnia, 
Squire said, “There was one camp with 
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about 500 to 700 Bosnian and Moslem fefu- 
gees and they were all women and children. 
The men were in detention camps -else- 
where. We saw people sleeping underneath’ 
trucks. There were so many refugees in so 
many places, and doctors didn't have medi- 
cal supplies. It’s a ridiculous situation.” 

One constant fear Squire and other Ameri- 
cans had was the proposed air strikes by 
U.S. war planes against Serbian foreds, ube 
said. 7 

“This created a dangerous situation for 
we feared Americans would be targeted for 
reprisal,” Squire said. 

Solving the conflict before the next gen- 
eration gets involved is the most urgent 
need for peace, she concluded. 

“Sadly, what we are seeing now is-the 
beginning of the next war with the children. 
War makes you do terrible things. The chil- 
dren need to be able to sever ties with what 
they're being told,” Squire said.

Summer Months Bring Changes Around Campus

‘It Costs More 


UNO students will face a 
nearly 5-percent increase in 
tuition this fall. 

The University of Ne- 
braska Board of Regents ap- 
proved tuition raises for the 
entire NU system at its meet- 
ing June 19. 

Some of the increase at 
UNO will help pay for the 
1.8-percent raises for faculty 
and staff, Regent Rosemary 
Skrupa of Omaha said in an 
interview earlier thissummer. 

For the fall semester, tu- 
ition will increase from 
$56.25 to $59 per credit hour 
for undergraduate students. 
Non-resident undergraduate 
students will see an increase 
from $152 to $159.50. Tu- 
ition for graduate students will 
increase from $70.25 to 
$73.75 for resident students 
and from $169 to $177.50 for 
non-residents. 

Rates will also rise for off- 
campus classes. They will 
increase from $68 to $71.50 


for undergraduates and from 


$81 to $85 for graduate stu- 
dents.

"Medical Center, $380 million. 


UNO, $99.4 million. 

The University of Nebraska 
at Kearney, $46.4 million. 

Earlier this year, the NU 
system faced a $7 million cut 
in State appropriations, but the 
efforts of State senators, the

Nebraska residents came to 
the system’s rescue. 7 

Regent Rosemary Skrupa 
said in an interview earlier this 
summer, that in the end, ev- 
erything turned out “pretty 
good.” ; 

“It was good compared to 
what we started out with,”

tra $350,000 in State alloca- 
tions for additional faculty 
members.’

said. 

‘We’ re hoping this will be another added 
incentive to have students here all year 
long,” she said.

Mavericks Hope to Make

Rebounding isn’t aterm usually associated 
with football, But in the Mavericks’ case, 
rebounding may just be the answer to a suc- 
cessful season. 

Coach Tom Mueller and his Mavericks are 
set to open the season on Sept. 4 at Al Caniglia 
Field at 4 p.m. UNO will play the Wayne State 
College Wildcats in the first of two non- 
conference contests. Mueller said he feels the 
Wildcats will give the team an early test. 

“Wayne (State) is always a big game for us. 

. A lot of people don’t realize they play some 
" dwfully good football in Wayne, Nebraska,” 
_ Mueller said-at-the team’s photo-day session. 

Wayne State has bolstered its ranks with 
the addition of NCAA Division I transfers at 
both the quarterback and wide receiver posi- 
tions, 

“Those things are always scary,” Mueller. 
added. ° 

UNO defeated the Wildcats, 20-18, last 
season. Running back Lamont White caughta 
15-yard touchdown pass in the third quarter to 
put the Mavs ahead to stay. 

Following that victory, UNO defeated the 
University of Nebraska at Kearney (UNK), 
17-3, before losing all of their remaining 
games to finish with a 2-9 record. 

Heading into this season, both players and 
coaches said they are ready to put last year 
behind them. 

“I think we'll do pretty well,” senior wide 
receiver Todd Hurt said. “Last year, we had 
injury problems and some of the younger 
players were forced to step up. Now we have

Claussen, who has worked with UNO’s 


women’s athletics for the past 30 years, said the. 


first women’s athletic team at this school was a 
basketball squad in the 1920s. Back then, the 
school was called the University of Omaha. 

The basketball team, though, did not play on 
an intercollegiate level, and during the early 
1930s, women’s athletics dwindled into obscu- 
rity. 

It was not until 1969 that the UNO women’s 
athletic department established. 

“There were many people, women included, 


who thought sports like basketball was too hard 
on women,” Claussen said. “In about 1969, they 
decided that women could run up and down 
basketball courts just as well as men and that 
they weren't going to drop over and die from 
exhaustion.” 

Cherri Mankenberg, UNO women’s basket- 
ball coach and a 17-year veteran in various 
duties in the department, said men had to adjust 
to women’s athletics at that time. 

“We were in quonset huts when I first came 
to UNO, and the first time we ever practiced we 
had to share the facilities with the men. The men 
were not pleased with that at all” Mankenberg 
said. “So, ittook alittle bit of sharing on their part 
because they were used to just having every- 


_ thing all to themselves.”

Junior defensive tackle Travis Brock said 
he feels a different attitude now on the team. 

“We're real excited. We've got a lot to 
prove,” he said. “There’s a lot more team 
unity, We're out to get some respect.” 

Sophomore running back Maurad Cave 
said last season’s record is a big thing this year 
“unless you say pay back. We've all come 
together. It’s not as much with the attitudes.” 

After spring drills and the start of fall 
practice, junior quarterback Josh Luedtke said 
he feels his shoulder is back to 100 percent. 

Luedtke also noticed a certain air among 
the team. 

“There’s an attitude of confidence,” he 
said. “Practice has been going really well. 
Spring practice went really well. We just 
shouldn’t try to play over our ability.” 

After the opener against Wayne State, the 
Mavs travel to UNK on Sept. 1) before start- 
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Mankenberg and other women’s coaches 
said there are noticeable differences between 
athletes today and those back in the late 1960s. 

“Each year, as I reflect back from now to 
those first teams that I had, the athletes today are 
much stronger, they're faster and more skilled,” 
Mankenberg said. “‘So, that’s been a big differ- 
ence I’ve seenin the development of our athletes 
here. I can see that in every Sport where the 
athletes are better every year.” 

Mary Yori, UNO’s softball coach, reflected 
a similar view. 

“Kids on our teams who are a senior, versus 
an incoming freshman, a lot of times the skill 
level and abilities of the twoare the same. By that

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Mavs Battle Heat on Field

The coming of this year’s gridiron sea- 
son seems to have signaled the end of the 
torrents of rain that belted the Midwest this 
summer, The rain, however, has been re- 
placed by sweltering heat and humidity. 

I experienced what the team has had to 


put up with in the last couple of weeks . 


when I attended UNO’s Media Day on 
Aug. 15. 

With the sun beating down overhead, the 
football players posed for numerous pic- 
tures as well as answering countless ques- 
tions from local sports writers and broad- 
casters. 

Anyone who took in a UNO home foot- 
ball game last season should begin to real- 
ize where I’m going with this. 

It concerns the attire that must have felt 
extremely hot. The players were clad in 
classic black jerseys and pants, while the 
rest of us were dressed for the weather in 
light-colored shirts and shorts. 
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Dodge and 44th Street 
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You don’t need a barometer or a fashion 
degree to realize who was better off. 

If you have to be tough to play college 
football, you have to be even tougher to play 
football in this weather. 

The day prior to the media event, Coach 
Tom Mueller said the temperature on the 
AstroTurf at Al Caniglia Field was a scorch- 
ing 125 degrees. Not the heartless type, he 
let the players off easy. 

“We did goin about 20 minutes early that 
day,” he recalled. “We’re a little flexible on — 
our schedule.” 

Two-a-day practices in that kind of heat 
can take a lot out of a player, but judging 
from the players I spoke with, that didn’t 
seem to be a problem. 

With the home opener against Wayne 
State College on Sept. 4 at 4 p.m., we can 
only hope Mother Nature takes pity on the 
Mavericks and their faithful fans. 

But don’t let the weather be a factor on 
your attendance. Come out and support 
your team and work on your tan at the same 
time. 
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means, a freshman should be able to come in and 
start. What they (freshmen) don’t have is that 
collegiate experience which is a little different.” 

While freshmen athletes bring a new level of 
competition to the collegiate level, coaches can 
only speculate as to why the changes are occur- 
ring. 

“| think it’s a combination of the coaching, 
and we have more players specializing ina sport. 
Where in the past, they used to play three or four 
sports,” Yori said. 

Scholarships are another aspect of women’s 
athletics which have adjusted to align with the 
needs of moder athletes, the officials said. 

“Scholarships have really evolved. I mean 
there was nothing at first,” Yori said. “Even as 
early as 1975, if there were any scholarships they 
were very minimal. Maybe $100 foreach player. 
Now, we have a limit on the number of scholar- 
ships, but we have full rides available.” 

Claussen said women’s athletics received a 
big boost from Title IX, federal legislation which 
deemed it unlawful to discriminate between 
men and women in an educational setting. 


“One of the areas in Title IX said if men had 
an athletic then women should also have that 
opportunity,” she said. “Title IX just talks 
about the opportunity for participation. Some 
people are saying that gender equity is when the 
enrollment of a university is 50 percent men 
and 50 percent women, then the percentage of 
athletes should be 50 percent men, 50 percent 
women.” 

Regulations in the NCAA Division I] level, 
of which UNO is a member, require a mini- 
mum of four sports for both the men and 


- women’s programs. Claussen, though, said she 


believes the NCAA has not taken a firm stand 
behind the 50/50 policy. 

She noted that a dilemma exists within the 
current gender equity equation. 

“I would love to have 50 percent men, 50 
percent women, but I think we need tostart when 
the girls are younger and get them interested,” 
Claussen said. “Athigh school, where we getour 
supply of student athletes, if you look at the 
percentage of male and female athletes, it’s 
probably 70/30 male. So, it’s kind of hard, all of 


a sudden at a college to get a 50/50 split when 
you don’t have that in high school.” 

During the 25-year history of UNO women’s 
athletics, numerous teams have emerged with 
successful seasons. One team that stands out is 
the 1975 National Champion softball team. Also, 
during the 1985 through 1987 seasons, the vol- 
leyball teams were in the Final Four tourna- 
ments. 

Media exposure of women’s athletics con- 
tinues to wane in comparison to the coverage 
men’s sports receive, said Tim Hendricks, UNO 
women’s track and cross country coach. 

“{ think publicity could goa long ways, but I 
don’ tlook forittochange because when you talk 
to the sportswriters and the Omaha World- 
Herald, people aren’t interested in whether the 
women’s volleyball or softball team win the 
national championship,” he said. “It’s nice, but 
it’s not the same as Nebraska winning the na- 
tional football championship. There are the tra- 
ditional sports that get all the coverage, win or 
lose.” 

Yori added, “I don’t think the media does 


enough for women’s athletics, but I think it’s a 
Catch 22. Media people will tell you if you get 
more people at your games, they will cover you 
more. Yet, weneed tothe media tocoverus more 
to get more people at our games.” 

Hendricks said state budget cuts are another 
obstacle that women’s athletics have to contend 
with, 

“With the cuts being made at the state level, 
and all of the fund-raising that has to go on just 
to maintain the four programs that we’ vealready 
got, I would say if the State continues to cut . 
funds and fund-raising doesn’t get any better, 
then a lot of programs will be cut,” he said. 

While financial struggles and gender gaps 
pose as continual challenges for the women’s 
athletic program, the coaches hope the 25th 
Anniversary will help attract attention to 
women’s athletics. 

“T think events like this anniversary really 
help, to say, ‘Hey, we havea time line out there.” 
We started somewhere, we’re not just here,” 
Yorisaid. “I think we’ re growing and the athletic 
program is going to continue improving.”
